There 
were one wooden shed for the storage of bombs and four semi- 
underground fuel tanks with a total capacity of 26,200 eelions. 
Trenches were being excavated for the storage of gasoline barrels. 
Nuserous earth bunkers were filled up with aircraft and anti- 
aircraft amaunition.
